Personal service 
to passengers was further improved. 
“To supplyimative power for both 
freight and passenger service, Southern 
Pacific during the last twelve months 
took delivery of 40 new locomotives of 
the most efficient modern design. 
“Altogether, the new and modernized 
freight and passenger cars and locomo- 
tives added to the service during the 
year represented an investment by the 
Company of about $26,500,000. Addi- 
tiona) large sums were spent for other 
facilities and for improving the line. 
‘All this spelled a new era of progress 
for the railroad, better service to the 
public, and contributed towards re- 
employment and recovery. 


Hand to Mouth Basis 


“However, in spite of the increased 
volume of business, difficulties arose 
during the year that are making it 
necessary for Southern Pacific, along 
with other railroads, to defer work. and. 
curtail purchases. Today the railroads 
are living on a hand-to-mouth basis, 
having stopped innumerable improye- 
ments, purchases of equipment and a 
great deal of other work not absolutely 
necessary to keep trains moving. The 
present crisis in their affairs has been 
brought about by sharp increases in all 
major expenses. Costs of everything 
the railrond buys increased; wages in- 
creased; and taxes increased. 

“These increases suddenly faced the 
railroad after a sixteen-year period of 
steadily declining revenues per unit of 
service performed. ‘Since 1921, the av- 
erage revenues per ton mile of freight 
and per passenger mile have gone down 


tween operating revenues and expenses. 
: The management in its effarts to. im- 
prove the Company’s net operating in- 
come has. striven: not only to :furnish 
the kind of transportation that attracts 
-and -holds ‘revenues, ‘but to. secure :a 
dollar’s worth of value for-every dollar 
paid out for operating expenses, How- 
ever, because of the rapid shrinking of 
net operating income ‘caused “by the 
sharp: rise in “expenses and continued 
drop in traffic unit revenues, it was ob- 
vious that to meet its obligations-as a 
common carrier successfully, Southern 
Pacific had no reeourse other than to 
seek an increase in rates. To this end 
Southern Pacific Lines last October 
joined with other railroads of thé na- 
tion in applying to the Interstate Com- 
meree Commission for a blanket: in- 
crease of 15 per cent in freight rates and 
charges, with a few exceptions, and 
arranged to increase certain passenger 
fares without, hewever, exceeding the 
basic fares, established several years 
ago, of two cents a mile for coach travel 
and three cents for passengers in sleep- 
ing and parlor cars. 
“These rate increases proposed will 
provide a substantial measure of relief 
from the critical financial situation that 
threatens the ability of the railroads to 
maintain their properties, and continue 
their programs of. improvement of 
transportation services. _The money 
that will be put into circulation as a re- 
sult of these increases will stimulate in- 
dustry and business in all sections of the 
country. No other agency of industry 
is so great a distributor of. the dollar, 
and in no other business are dollars put 
into circulation quicker than those 
which enter the tills of the railroads. 
“If permitted to make a fair charge 
for their services, in line with current 
conditions, and given equality of regu- 
lation with other forms of transporta- 
tion, the railroads of the United States 
will become one of the most powerful 


mediums of restoring prosperity. to the “ 


country as a whole.”

Two Telephone Systems 


An outstanding feature is the ex- 
tensive telephone system with separate 


circuits for passengers and car attend- - 


ants, and for train crew. Dial phones 
of handset type are permanently in- 
stalled in the club car, dining ear, ob- 
servation lounge, and in cach sleeping 
car. In addition, each sleeping car 
with compartments, drawing rooms, or 
double bedrooms, is equipped with 
portable phones that may -be obtained 
from car porter and plugged into a jack 
intheroom. Passengers or porters may 
then call the stewards in club and din- 
ing cars to give orders or. make table 
reservations; and over the same system 
the stewards may call back to announce 
vacant seats in their cars or to question 
orders for meals or refreshments. Only 
one call can take place over the line at a 
time, and it is impossible for this con- 
versation to be heard at any other tele- 
phone in the system. If the line is busy 
no ‘dial tone will be heard: by person 
initiating the call. Calls can not be 
made between passenger accommoda- 
tions. At main passenger terminals a 
special phone in Observation-Lounge 
car is connected so that passengers may 
eall outside numbers. 

The train telephone system ‘allows 
members of the train crew to talk with 
the engincer, supplementing the tradi- 
tional engineer’s air signal. Handset 
phones are installed in the cab, 2nd 
power car, 3rd power car, baggage car, 
diner and observation-lounge. Calls 
-ean not be initiated from the engineor’s 
eab, 

Facilities for radio reception are dis- 
tributed throughout the train. In the 
chair car, main. diner, coffee -shop 
and club ears built-in 15-tube‘sets and 
loud speakers are -controlled by car 
attendants. In the Observation-Lounge 
car there is‘a 15-tube console set,:and 
all drawing rooms ‘and compartments 
have outlets for -portable’ radios . that

Gigantic Power Supply 
‘The power units comprise the longest 


‘locomotive: ever “built—210° feet; and 


the most powerful Diesel locomotive in 


prime mover and power transmitting 
equipment thus consists of six 900 hp, 
Diesel engines, six-600-volt generators 
and’ 12 traction motors, with power 
applied to rails at’ 24 wheel points. 
Each unit carries 1100 gallons of boiler 
water and 1200 gallons of ordinary fuel 
oil, such as is burned in an ordinary 
household oil-burner. Under normal 
operating conditions the locomotive 
consumes approximately four gallons 
of fuel per mite at an average speed of 
75 miles per hour. 

Other power equipment of the train, 
that which generates power for the 
train lighting, heating, air-conditioning, 
telephones, radios, ete., is located in the 
auxiliary-baggage-dormitory car just 
behind the locomotive units.

MM ORGAN GENES Century Old Route Is Important 


Link in Southern Pacific’s 100% Transcontinental System

MIAT all’ Pacifie Lines employes 

may be more familiar with the arm 
of service. which gives Southern Pa- 
cific the distinction of being the na- 
tion’s only railroad company with facil- 
ities for coast-to-const freight and pas- 
senger traffic, a description of the South- 
ern Pacific Steamship Lines should fol- 
jow the Bulletin’s recent articles that 
told of the company’s rail Hnes in Texas 
and Louisiana. 

Flying the flag of the Morgan Linc, 
established by Charles Morgan in 1835, 
this fast and dependable steamship 
service is not only the far-eastern link 
in our transcontinental route, but is 
important in the volume of traffic 
handled between northeastern and 
southwestern sections of the country. 

A glance at the vast regions sur- 
rounded by the heavy lines on accom- 
panying map, shows 26 states as im- 
portant origin and destination sources 
of traffic on which Southern Pacific is 
able to obtain 1 100% system trans- 
continental haul, including the longest 
hauls that any transportation system in 
the United States can obtain for itself. 

it is in this territory that joint rail 
and Morgan Line rates are on levels 
which permit the movement of large 
varieties of freight commodities through 


North Atlantic and Gulf ports, and it 
is highly important that all 8. P. rep- 
resentatives be mindful of the possibili- 
ties of this system routing in beth di- 
rections between the Pacific and 
Atlantic seaboards. 

The name “Southern Pacific Steam- 
ship Lines” is, of course, derived from 
the fact that the steamships, tugs, 
lighters and other equipment and prop- 
erty of the Lines are owned and op- 
erated by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, but the Lines are probably better 
known to the shipping public by their 
old trade name “Morgan Line.” 


Service a Tradition 


Morgan Line has operated con- 
tinuously for more than a century, 
except fora brief period during the 
war between the states. The service it 
has rendered has aided, in no small 
meagure, the building of the great 
Southwest. In times of war, its ship 
officers and its ships have performed 
excellent service in transporting troops 
and supplies in our national defense. 
Its officers and crews have never failed 


to act in emergencies in the way cour- © 


ageous, well trained and well disciplined.

Heavy Package Traffic 

On cach ship from New York there 
are normally from 45,000 to 65,000 
packages of merchandise in consoli- 
dated car loads and LCL, in addition 
to a large volume of other car load 
freight. In numerous instances our 
ships have carried a total of over 100,- 
000 packages of freight on southbound 
voyages from New York. The way- 
billing, loading, discharging, sorting, 
checking and loading into cars of this 
large number of separate packages 
which must be dispatched by rail with- 
in twelve or fourteen hours after ar- 
rival of ship at Galveston, involves a 
vast amount of detailed work which 
must be performed with the greatest 
care to avoid errors. 

In addition to southbound merchan- 
dise traffic our ships carry a large ton- 
nage of railroad material, structural 
steel and iron, tin plate, canned goods, 
potatees, steel pipe and fittings, auto- 
mobiles and many other commodities. 

Northbound tonnage consists largely 
of agricultural, forest and mineral prod- 
uets of the Southwestern and Western 
states. The larger portion is delivered 
to us at the Gulf ports by S. P. and 
foreign rail lines and much of it thoves

from the North Atlantic ports to in- 
terior points by rail or truck. 

At New York, New Orleans and 
Galveston the Morgan Line owns der- 
rick barges, capable of. making lifts up 
to 60 tons and many very heavy pieces 
of machinery, reels of cable, boxes of 
furniture and household goods almost 
as large as box ears and other weighty 
ayticles are handled on and off ship by 
this means. Morgan Line stevedores 
are seldom stumped by the problems 
of loading and unloading these heavy 
and ungainly articles, which bear strik- 
ing contrast to the multitude of mer- 
chandise packages, many of which 
weigh Jess than. five pounds. The 
stowage of this great variety of cargo 
in a manner ‘to ride safely without 
shifting or damage in bad weather and 
heavy seas is an art in itself, but long 
familiarity with the work enables it 
to be done. 

All of our ships are equipped with 


side ports, as well as with the -usual 
hatches. The interior of the ships is 
also divided to provide two between 
decks for the proper stowage and 
segregation of cargo, in addition to the 
hold. Cargo is loaded and discharged 
both through the side ports by means 
of electric trucks, handling platforms 
and trailers and through the hatches 
by means of the ships’ derricks. ‘This 
permits all parts of the ships to be 
worked at the same time and cargo 
handled much more expeditiously than 
in the case of ships not equipped with 
side ports. The docks at New Orleans, 
Galveston and Houston are also 
equipped with conveyors actuated by 
electric motors. This provides a rapid 
and easy method of moving cargo in 
and out of the ships through the side 
ports. Much economy and efficiency 
in handling cargo has been gained in 
recent years by scientific planning and 
the use of modern equipment. Our

operating officers and supervisors are 
largely responsible for this. 

Morgen Line handled during the ten 
months from January 1 to October 31 
of last. year, 1,140,461 tons of general 
cargo, major part of which also moved 
over our system rails, either from origin 
or to destination and from which our 
rail Hines received a substantial rev- 
enue. Morgan Line also works closcly 
{ with other rail connections both at 
i Gulf and North Atlantic ports and 
i some of these foreign rail lines deliver 
and receive a substential volume of 
traffic. It is our desire, of course, 
that as much of this rail movement as 
possible be via Southern Pacific system 
Hines and to this end our traffic repre- 
sentatives are constantly at work. 

Of the above tonnage, 221,910 tons 
moved to and from Louisiana; 506,044 
tons to and from Texas; 132,921 tons 
to and from California and Oregon; 
207,789 tons to and from Arizona and 
New Mexico; 31,265 tons to and from 
Colorado and Utah; and 35,787 tons 
to and from Mexico. 


Tonnage of Ports 
The tonnage out of and into our 
several ports which, of course, is double 
the amount of the revenue tonnage of 
1,140,461 tons, was routed via our 
ports as follows: Via New York, 812,- 
348 tous; New Bedford, 11,832; Boston, 
67,466; Baltimore, 232,797; Norfolk, 
16,518; New Orleans, 219,473; Galves- 
ton, 679,076 and Houston, 241,912. 
Morgan :Line has .its own’ traffic 
representation, headed by Traffic Man- 
ager, Wm.. Simmons,.in ‘New York, 
New -Orxleans, -and “Houston, ‘snd -par- 


ticipates in the expense of most of the 
system ‘off-line traffic agencies. We 
must, however, depend ‘for .a:.large 
portion of our ‘Morgan ‘Line traffic.on 
the interest and ‘activities of. our/rail 
line traffic representatives, every one of.

adding to the revenues of our system. 
When we consider that the traffic 
handled by Morgan Line originates at, 
or is destined to, points in as many as 
twenty-six states scattered from New 
England to the far West and in most of 
which §. P. has either on-line or off- 
line representatives who, we hope, are 
persistently working for our long haul, 
tho necessity for a thorough knowledge 
of all parts of our transportation ma- 
chine is readily apparent. The more use 
we can make of every part of this great 
system the more revenue will be ob- 
tained. 
Regain Shippers’ Attention 

In acquiring the Morgan Line the 
founders of our transportation system 
had in mind the perfecting of  prac- 
tical and useful transcontinental rail 
and water route between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts. For many years 
after its establishment, this route trans- 
ported a great volume of transcon- 
tinental traffic. The opening of the 
Panama Canal and the resulting all 
water route between the Atlantic and 
Pacific afforded keen competition to the 
Southern Pacific-Morgan Line route 
and considerable decrease in this 
traffic took place, . However, with the 
fast through service provided by S. P. 
steamship and-rail lines between New 
York and Baltimore on the one hand, 
and New Mexico, Arizona and Cali- 


fornia on the other, via Galveston, plus — 


intensified interest of our traffic and 
operating . officers. and -representatives

Fine Passenger Steamer : 

This brief description. of the Morgan 
Line is ‘not complete without reference 
to the staunch and beautiful passenger 
steamship Dixie which plies between 
New York and New.

The 
Dizie is a three deck modern ship con- 
taining, in addition to cargo space, 113 
rooms and 10 suites with first-class 
accommodations for 275 passengers. It 
is built throughout with fire resisting 
materials and equipped with all modern 
safety devices. It has a superb dining 
salon, where the best of meals are 
served, a large swimming pool, sun 
parlor, dance room and bar, is equipped 
with a large library and provides many 
kinds of games for the entertainment 
of passengers. First-class radio equip- 
ment enables passengers to kcep in 
touch with any part of the world at all 
times. The Dizie’s route along the 
lower Mississippi, through the Gulf and 
along the Florida coast provides many 
magnificent views and panoramas of 
semi-tropical shores. The imposing 
structures of lower Manhattan and the 
tremendous marine establishments in 
New York harbor and along the lower 


Hudson River are ever interesting. A 


trip on the Dizie is a thrilling vacation. 

That this fine ship is well known both 
nationally and internationally is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that during the 
first ten months of 1937 it carried 6,013 
passengers, who came from 44 states 
of the union and from Canada, Mexico, 
England, France and other European 
countries. The Dizie's Master, Capt. 
E. W. Sundstrom, is not only a 
thorough-going and experienced sea- 
man but also a genial host who is alert 
to the enjoyment of his guests. 

The Morgan Line has a long and 
honorable history and notwithstanding 
the many adverse conditions which exist 
today we have faith in its future.

Traffic representatives were on the job 
to see that passengers aboard trains 
held at Dunsmuir, Gerber and Willows 
were comfortably taken care of, and 
complimentary meals were served in 
several instances.. Theaters in Duns- 
muir were opened for special per- 
formances early in the day and many 
passengers enjoyed the hospitality of 
residents of that community.

High water from ‘Canby to Alturas 
on’ the Modoc Liné submerged the 
tracks to depths of three to four:feet, 
and washed out’several sections.” ‘There 
were numerous washouts at Likely, and 
between there and Wendel as result of 
lakes and reservoirs, as well as streams, 
overflowing ‘their banks. Westwood 
Branch was damaged between Susan- 
ville and Westwood. 

Near Ingle, on Western Division;
